-operating ex penses of tlit* local elec­ 
tric and gas plants of the Interstate 
Pu blic Serv ice Company it is ex pect­ 
ed that the 
Indiana Pu blic Serv ice 
Commission will 
in 
a 
short time 
again take u p the petition of the 
city asking for a redu ction in elec­ 
tric rates for both lighting and pow­ 
er. 
The report was filed with the 
state commission by Otha C. Ilen- 
drich and Charles F. Smith accou nt­ 
ants, who 
spent 
more 
than two 
weeks in ex amining the books and 
records of the company here and 
also of the general offices of the In­ 
terstate Company at Indianapolis. 
The report was compiled at the 
req u est of the commissioners at the 
time the 
electric rates 
were first 
q u estioned. 
At a meeting here be­ 
tween the city cou ncil and the rep­ 
resentativ es of the Interstate Com­ 
pany some time ago, the gas rates 
were redu ced to $1 per thou sand 
< u bic feet. 
It was ex pected that the 
■electric rates wou ld be taken u p at 
the same time, bu t at the su ggestion 
of Ju dge Clark, wh<*C attended the 
conference, action was delay ed u ntil 
the commission was informed accu r­ 
ate as to the cost of operating the 
electric light plant and the gross re­ 
ceipts and net earnings of the com- 
■pu ny . 
Accordingly the accou ntants 
■were sent here to obtain the data 
desired. 
The report was tiled with 
the commission which has sent sev ­ 
eral copies to City Attorney Albert 
Hasting who is representing the city 
in the tight for lower rates. 
The fig ures shown in 
flu* report 
will be u sed a s a basis for determin­ 
ing the rates that wou ld be ju st and 
eq u itable here. 
The company ’s a t­ 
torney s 
will 
hav e 
the 
right, of 
cou rse, to show wherein the report 
l- incorrect or misleading and the 
same priv ilege is offered to the city . 
It is understo o d, howev er, that in 
such ca ses the o fficia l report filed by 
the accou ntants in the employ of 
the commission is giv en first place 
m determining the rates. 
The report is a maze of figu res 
cov ering fifty long pages. 
A su m­ 
mary of the companies that hav e 
owned the local properties together 
with the sev eral transfers are giv en. 
It is stated the company composed 
of Thomas C. McRey nolds, et al. filed 
articles of incorporation on Ju ne 8 , 
19 10 and that the capital stock was 
$100,000. 
The shares were $100 
each. 
It is fu rther shown that by a 
series of transfer the original stock 
was transferred 
to E. A. 
Potter, 
Frank R. Grov er, et al. each holding 
fifty shares of the original 200. The 
second company organized on Janu ­ 
ary 9 , 19 11 and officers and direc­ 
tors were elected.

If certain cablegrams sent to Sal­ 
onika concerning a large order of 
Sey mou r flou r 
had not 
been inter­ 
cepted the food situ ation in that city 
wou ld be mu ch different, according 
to a letter ju st receiv ed by the Blish 
Milling Company . 
Becau se of the 
strict censorship important war news 
is seldom receiv ed from Eu ropean 
cities in commercial letters, bu t com­ 
mu nication receiv ed by the local mills 
indicates that there is a seriou s short­ 
age of foodstu ffs in Salonika. 
Thu s 
far the press assoeitions hav e giv en 
no information of this character. 
In Au gu st the local mills took u p 
the matter of the 
sale 
of a large 
shipment of flou r to Salonika and in 
a cablegram q u oted prices to Lazare 
Abrav anel, a big merchant there. No 
answer was receiv ed to the cable and 
on September 15 a second was sent. 
These messages were confirmed by a 
su bseq u ent letter to Abrav anel which 
he receiv ed on October 14. 
Immedi­ 
ately he wrote tlu * local mills that 
he had not receiv ed the cablegrams. 
They mu st 
hav e been 
intercepted 
before they reached Salonika. 
The 
commu nication 
slated 
that 
had the cables been deliv ered the or­ 
der wou ld hav e been placed for one 
thou sand Ion- of flou r for immediate 
shipment. 
It is almost impossible 
to reach Salonika now with a ship­ 
ment of flou r as the American Greek 
Steamship Line which was in oper­ 
ation u ntil a month ago, has ceased 
bu siness and the v essels hav e been 
commandeered by tlu * Greek gov ern­ 
ment. 
The commu nication from Salonika 
fu rther stated that 
it 
was hoped 
that su pplies cou ld be obtained from 
some of the military warehou ses or 
throu gh the port at Athens. 
It was 
indicated that u nless additional flou r 
was 
shipped to Salonika 
within a 
few day s the situ ation wou ld la* ser­ 
iou s 
as the su pply 
on hands was 
low. 
The local mills dou bt if it will 
be possible to till the order now be­ 
cau se of the withdrawal of the ships 
from the seas. 
The letter giv ing the information 
was written in French. 
It was read­ 
ily interpreted by J. L. Dav is, gen­ 
eral 
sales 
manager of 
the mills, 
who speaks and writes French and 
Spanish as readily as he does Eng­ 
lish. 
His knowledge of these for­ 
eign langu ages is v ery v alu able to 
the mill 
at this particu lar 
time as 
shipments are made to France and 
Spain and Mr. Dav is i- enabled to 
send 
cables in tlu * langu age u sed at 
the place where the shipment is to 
be made. 
Tlu * correspondence from 
these bu y ers is written in their na­ 
tiv e langu age and he has no trou ble 
whatev er in interpreting tin* letters. 
He acq u ired a knowledge of French 
and Spanish while in Manilla, Baris 
and other places in the employ of 


King Hopes to Satis fy War Party 


by Giv ing it Repres entation 


Without Power to Ac t.

Paris, Nov . 0—The Athens situ a­ 
tion was highly critical and u ncer­ 
tain this afternoon. 
It was impos­ 
sible to obtain definite news. 
Against London dispatches assert­ 
ing that Premier Zaimis wou ld re­ 
main in office and reorganize his cab­ 
inet and that parliament wou ld be dis­ 
solv ed, a Athens mesage receiv ed here 
asserted that what the ou tcome wou ld 
be w’as u ncertain. 
A third accou nt 
was that Zaimis had refu sed to re­ 
constru ct the cabinet. 
The general opinion here w^as that 
pressu re and cou nter-pressu re by the 
Germanic and Entente Allies were 
produ cing alternating effects and that 
the Greek gov ernment leaders them­ 
selv es were changing plans as rap­ 
idly as they made them. 
' 
Stories were cu rrent of military 
plots, 
threats 
of 
rev olu tion 
and 
wholesale political arrests. 
King Constantine has risked rev o­ 
lu tion to going to war. 
Premier 
Zaimis, head of the Greek “neu tral­ 
ity ” cabinet, is to remain in office, 
a dispatch from Athens stated today . 
Parliament 
will 
lie 
dissolv ed, 
the 
message said. 
Zaimis will try to reconstru ct his 
ministry . 
The old members will be 
retained, the Athens dispatch said, 
bu t two new ones will be added. 
It 
is taken for granted that they will 
be representativ es of the war party . 
One will probably lie Yenizelos, the 
war party leader, if he can be per­ 
su aded to accept, which is dou btfu l. 
That Yenizelos will do so is con­ 
sidered v ery dou btfu l. 
In fact, it is 
q u estioned, if any men at all prom­ 
inent in the pro-war party will con­ 
sent to take a portfolio u nder Zaimis. 
The King’s plan ir> to endeav or to 
atisfv the war element by giv ing it 
ministerial representation, bu t to de­ 
priv e it of any real power by keep­ 
ing it in a helpless minority in the 
war cabinet.
